fented by J ames Whitco mb, o ne o f 
the ablest o f Indiana’s go verno rs. 
So o n after leaving the gubernato rial 
o ffice, be remo ved to Fo rt Wayne 
and resumed the practice o f law. His 
pro fessio nal 
career 
at Fo rt Wayne 
was 
ho no rable, 
but was to o brief 
fo r him to o btain r. lucrative prac­ 
tice. 
He died at Fo rt Wayne 
in 
1845 and was buried in the cemetery 
at that place. 
While Go verno r Big­ 
ger was chief executive o f Indiana, 
the 
state 
was 
o verwhelmed 
with 
•b*bt. The internal impro vement sys­ 
tem bro ke do wn the year befo re 
his 
electio n, leaving the peo ple in 
the 
slo ugh o f despo ndency. 
Little was 
do ne during 
his administratio n to 
relieve the state 
fro m 
its financial 
embarrassment, 
that being reserved 
fo r his successo r. 
In February, 1841, the legislature 
appo inted Go verno r Bigger “ to pre­ 
pare a co mpilatio n and revisio n o f 
the General 
Statute 
Laws 
o f the 
State, an« l to suggest such amend­ 
ment, and alteratio ns in any o f said 
Statutes, and to prepare such addi­ 
tio ns as he might deem pro per, with 
a view to tlie ado ptio n and enact­ 
ment bv the Legislature o f a full 
«* n<I co mplete co de o f General Laws.” 
This was a wo rk Go verno r Bigger 
was well qualified to <h>. He entere« ! 
upo n it at <un*<*, but beco ming co n­ 
vinced that he eo uhl no t, 
o f him­ 
self, 
prepare the revisio n ill tin* 
law, he asked the 
to allo w' him an a 
sistant. 
His request was 
granted, 
and G« » o rge II. Dunn became asso c­ 
iated with him in tin* wo rk. The re­ 
visio n was re» o rte« l to the legisla­ 
ture in 1832, and passe« ! that bo dy 
almo st as it <*ame fro m the hands 
o f the reviso rs. 
It was intelligent­ 
ly and carefully 
do ne, and is a 
memento o f the painstaking care and 
legal ability o f its autho r. 
Ho n. Finley Bigger, 
who 
was a 
bro ther o f Go verno r Bigger, and who 
was a fo rmer resident o f Rushville, 
and is well and favo rably remember­ 
ed bv manv Rushville citizens still 
fliving, in 
writing 
to Ho n. \Y. W. 
Wo o len, o f his bro ther Samuel, says: 
“ He was always in his yo ung days 
fo n« l o f bo o ks, but the stat« * o f his 
health co mpelled 
him to mo derate 
his desire. 
His early life was pass­ 
ed in the midst o f great men— the 
western phmeers— who 
felled 
tin* 
dense 
fo rests 
ami 
cultivated 
tin* 
farms, 
and at the same time built 
J o g ho uses, barns, 
scho o l 
ho uses 
and ehur« *hes, emplo yed 
ami 
paid 
teachers and preachers, live« l at first 
o n veniso n, wihl turkeys and bear 
meat killed with their rifles. So me­ 
times they dro pped the axe and ho e, 
sho uhlcred their rilles and hastened 
to so me po int to « lefend their ho mes 
fro m an invasio n

Amo ng such men, Samuel began his 
life ami grew to manho o d. \<> o ne 
knew him better than I, and it may 
lo o k unseemly in

and memo ry when pro no uncing him 
a great man in go o dness, gr« *at in 
heart and great in so ul.” 
Go verno r Bigger was a Presbyter­ 
ian, and fo r many years was ruling 
elder in his ehureh. He was a cap­ 
able 
musician, 
being a go o d bass 
singer and 
a skill« *« ! perfo rmer o n 
the vio lin. Fo r many years he led 
the ehureh cho ir and to o k much <lo- 
light in the wo rk. He was a man 
o f fine fo rm and presence. H<* was 
six t«*«*t, two inches high and weigh - 
e« l two hundred and fo rty po unds. 
He hair was dark, his eyes a hazy 
blue and his co mplexio n dark. 
The 
expressio n o f his fa«*«* was kiml ami 
benignant, and deno ted the go o « Iness 
o f his heart. His talent was no t o f 
the highest 
o rder, 
lmt he acco m­ 
plished mo re in life than o thers mo re 
brilliant than he. H«* was a patrio tic 
citiz» *n, an inco rruptible judge, and 
an executive o fficer o f very respect­ 
able ability.

Rush County Tax Collections Will 


be Approximately $30,000 Less, 
' 
Spring Installment Shows 


EXPENSES 
ARE REDUCED 


Few Exceptions in Townships Where 


New Roads Were Started snd 
First Bonds Due This Year

Rush nounty is going to worry 


along on about $30,000 less money 
this1 year than she did last year. 


This is indicated by the spring 


collection of taxes which amounted 
to .$549,054.26 as compared 
with 


$504,400.13 paid on the first install- 
ment during the spring of 1921, a 
difference of .$15,345.87. 


This decrease in 
current 
taxes 


paid shows that the expenses o£ the 
various townships and corporations 
have been reduced this year, which 
made possible lower tax rates. 


The assumption that tax collec- 


tions for 
the 
year 
1922 will be 


$30,000 less than 1921 is based on 
the.fact that the two installments 
are equally divided and that 
the 


fall collections will show practically 
the same "reduction as the spring 
collections. 


This is not taking into consider- 


ation the sequestered 
taxes which 


were 
paid this year and were not 


included in last spring's installment. 
They amount to 
several thousand 


dollars and would tend further to 
reduce the current 
taxes collected 


this spring. 


While some of the townships paid 


more taxes this spring than they did 
last, the majority of them show a 
substantial reduction. Rnshville city 
is an exception, the _curreiit taxes 
this spring amounting to $92,210.87 
as compared 
with $87,707.10 last 


spring. 
More than half'of this in- 


crease is duo, however, to sequester- 
ed taxes which have been paid since 
the close of the fall tax-paying per- 
iod of 1921.
